Baditor: The Western Globe. 

Dear Sir:—Allow me a small space 
on Noxious Weeds in your paper. 

This is the time ofthe year when 
most farmere are planning for next 
year’s crop. I was-in very close 
contact with noxious weéds last sum- 
mer, trying to enforce the Noxious 
Weeds Act, in the M.D. of Lorne 
No. 400. 

Before I start to write this article | 
I may say that my own farm is not 
free from noxious weeds, but going 
out amongst the farmers last sum- 
mer, I learned a great dea) about 
weeds, ard as weed inspection has 
come to stay, I will write two artic- 
les on noxious weeds. 

First, I will thank the Municipal 
Council for the free hand they gave 
me to deal with the weeds, and next 
the splendid co-operation and _ help| 
that I got from most of the farmers, 
without that I would not get very far. 

In my first article I will deal with 
Perennial Sow Thistle and Canada 
Thistle, the two worst and most dif- 
ficult weeds to get rid of. But, the 
Perennial Sow Thistle is far the 
worst, and most serious of the two, 
and as the method to get rid of these 
two thistles is the same, I will first 
deal with the Sow Thistle. 

It may surprise many farmers to 
know that three out of every four 
farms have either Perennial Sow 
Thistle or Canada Thistle in the Mun- 
icipal District of Lorne, and on most 
of the farms there are only a few 
scattered patches, and there are only 
a few farms where they are nearly 
covered all over. This is most true 
with the Sow - Thistle. This is a 
most serious state of affairs, and 
unless everybody gets busy it would 
only take a few short years until the 
whole district would be covered with 
Sow Thistle and at this stage of the 
game, they would be absolutely out 
of control. 

There aro many big districts in 
Manitoba, where the farms a few 
years ago were selling around two 
hundred dollars an acre, but today 
are selling for taxes. The Perennial 
Sow Thistle has got beyond control 
and the people are moving out. The 
same will happen in this district un- 
less we all get busy and_I appeal es- 
pecially to the pecple who intend to 
s:ay here and make a home. 

In 1913 the Perennial Sow Thistle 
was only reported in one place in Al- 
berta, east of Medicine Hat, but to- 
day they are fcund in almost every 
district in the entire Province. The 
question is, ‘‘what are we going to 
do about it?” ‘The first thing to do 
is keep it under control, and the next 
is to get rid cf it entirely, and both 
can be done if we all go after it, and 
I will give a fcw suggestions on 
how to go about it. 

To keep it under control is fairly 
easy, but an endless job, and it is 
done in this way. If you only have 
a few patches, go around them next 
spring with the seeder, in this way 
they are easy to find and if the patch 
is small, take a hoe. Keep the land 
black all sumumer and never let 
them get above the ground, the roots 
will be stzrved out and die. Look 
for ncw patches. They are spring- 
ing up evory year, and are easy to 
detcet in the middle of July until 
harvest, pull them whenever they ap- 
pear, as they always manage to get 
above the crop. They grow on a 
stem resombling the ordinary thistle, 
the stem is hollow and contains a 
bitter, milky juice, has a bright yel- 
low flower that resembles that of the 
dandilion. The best is to try to get 
rid of them altogether. This is a lit- 
tle harder, but it cam be done, and 
I am glad to say that we have two 
men in the Bentley district who have 
destroyed them in one year on their 
own farm, and they are doing it in 
this way: Flcw late in the fall, right 
before freeze-up. This: weakens the 
roots. Cultivate in the spring with 
a spring-tooth harrow, or duck-foot 
cul‘ivetor, plow the patches deep 
once a month, cutivate once or twice 
a weck if you see any sign of them, 
or not till freeze-up next fall, and 
your Perennial Sow Thistle is no 
more, This is a big job, but is the 
eheapest in the end, and is the only 
sure way we krow of at present. Do 
rot buy any of the preparations ad- 
vertised before consulting the Gov- 
ernment, or your weed inspector.

Thero are no chemicals or oils known 
of yet that are sure. The govern- 
ment is experimenting, and we may 
g>: some chemical that will destroy 
the roots. That will be the surest 
and best way, but at present, let us 
all try to keep them under control. 
The Canada Thistle is almost as 
bed a weed and is rapidly spreading 
in our district. This thistle is also 
a perennial and its habits are the 
same as the Sow Thistle. It will 
spread from its underground root 
system and also from seed. Never 
let either of them go to seed, as 
there is where most of the damage 
is done. The Canada Thistle is very 
easy to distinguish from the ordin- 
ary bull thistle. These are growing 
around the pasture and along the 
road. The Bull Thistle has just one 
big tap root and as a rule only one 
big flower on each stem, whereas 
the Canada Thistle has running roots 
the game as the Sow Thistle and gev- 
era] smaller flowers op the same 


stem, but the shape and color of the 
flowers are the same as the Bull 


Thistle. To destroy the Canada 
Thistle, go about it in the same way 
as the Sow Thistle. There is one big 
fault with the Canada Thistle; it is 
very hard to find in a growing crop 
and the best way to locate it is tc 
go around the patches with your seed- 
er and this way they are easy to find 
during the summer months. A field 
that is badly infested with thistles do 

“not seed it to wheat or oats, The best 
is to summer fiallow it or seed it down 
to pasture. Alfalfa pasture is the 
very best, and alfalfa can be grown 
on any farm in Alberta, if the water 
does not stand on the land in the 
spring. I have at present 45 acres of 
alfalfa that is doing fine. Try a few 
acres of alfalfa next year. If you 
go about it im the right way, it is 
just as easy to start as oats or barley. 

I will write an article this winter 
about alfalfa. But, if you have to 
seed a field that is infested with 
thistles, let it lay as long in the 
spring as poasible before plowinz. 
Then plow it deco the last pant of 
May, seed it to an early six row bar- 
ley at once. OIC 21 barley is one of 
the best yieldcrs. This is only a few 
stggestions.

ALBERTA OIL PRODUCTION 
REACHES HIGH FIGURE 

Alberta’s production of petroleum 
in 1927 amounted to 818,741 barrels, 
valued at $1,185,948, according to the 
finally revised figures issued by the 
Dominion Bureau of Statistics. Al- 
berta wells during the year contrib 
uted 66.8 per cent. of the total pro 
duction for the Dominion, which  !s 
placed at 4 6,591 barrels, and the 
quality of the Alberta product is 
shown by the fact that it represents 
718.2 per cent. of the value of the to 
tal Dominion production, which is giv 
en as $1,516,048. 

Abberta’s production for the yeay 
is 2.3 times as great as that of Ont 
ario, its nearest competitor, and the 
value of the output of Abberta wells 
is over four times as great as that 
of Ontario’s production, The xe 
mainder of the Deminion total ie 
made up by a production of 18,224 
barrels in New Brunswick.

Piofessor W. D. Tait, of MeGill 
University has come out strongly 
against all reformers. They aré no 
good, the doughty professor says, and 
they are a menace to society. There 
wes much more to the professorial ut- 
terance than that, but what he said 
derogatory of all 1eformers is fairly 
well summed up in the few words giv- 
en, The attitude of, Professor Tait to 
reformers only goes -to show how 
clolitcred a life a university don may 
lec d, and how little idea of the world 
ard the things that mdke its progress 
and betLerment a university teacher 
may posccss. There is little hope-for 
the valwe to society of graduates of 
any university who are taught by 
men incapable of seeing the good that 
the reformers of the world have ac- 
complighed. : 

Consider just a few of the reform- 
ers of the world. Moses was one of 
them and led his people out ef bond- 
eee into freedom. Wahan Lloyd 
Garrison was another, whose potent 
pen and hardly less potent voice wére 
the prime factors in casting the 
shackles off the slave in the United 
Syates. In England, Wilberforce did 
a similar work and reformed condi- 
tions so effectively that no man could 
remain e slave under the British flag. 
Jchn Howard did a similar work for 
the inmates: gh sprisens, Josephine 
Butler campaigned agains this in- 
human and revolting conditions that 
Surrounded the-betrayal of women to 
satisfy man’s unholy passions. And 
the story might be continued indefin- 
‘toly. Always where ‘there have been 
evil conditions, sme man or woman, 
f-cling a call to yight'a wrong has 
arisen and flung down the gauntlet in 
the face of swollen tyranny and con- 
quered it. 

If all the people of the human race 
had been Taits, what a world we 
would have to live in to-day, it would 
be the rule cf the jungle. ‘« ach 
for himself and the devil take the 
hindmcst’’ is the law that would pre- 
vail. Men could still hold other men 
in bondage. Our p.isons, instead of 
being to some degree reformative, as 
they are today, would be the same 
cesspcols of iniquity they were, with 
the old revolting conditions still pre- 
vailing. The purity of womanhood 
Would not be safe; our wives and our 
daughters under modern conditions
